who reſolve my Ruin; if youll be ſo good 
as carry this Letter (which he read) and 
give it to my Couſin the Earl of Melvill, 
Secretary of State, he will deliver it to 
the King, Mr. Roſs, by my Lord's Or- 
der, had Horſes at the Porter- Row-Porr, 
with which Mr. Brand rode to Hadding- 
ton, where he took Poſt. Not having a 
Paſs, was carried before the Governor of 
Berwick, where Montgomery of Skelmerly 
was brought, upon his Journey down : 
He was clear'd by the Governor. He 
made ſuch Haſte, as to deliver the Earl of 
Melvill my Lord Tarbet's Letter, at his 
Houſe in Lieceſter-Fields, two Hours be- 
fore the Council's Expreſs arriv'd. This 

is known to Dr. Dickſon, now alive, who 
was with my Lord Melvill at the Time. 


The reſult of this Diligence was, that 
my Lord Tarbet, in two Days, had his

As Mr. Prand's manner was always 
Candid, the late Duke of Hamilton had 
fuch a Friendſhip for him as to make him 
his Deputy in the Admiralty of Orkney 
and Schetland, in this Situation, he ex- 
pected Biſhop Burnet was reconciled to 
him ; but, to the contrary, he rather 
choſe to eſpouſe the Intereſt of one Mr.

Upon the Cap- 
tain's Application to him, he immediately 
furniſh'd the Captain with a new Maſt 
and other Neceſſaries, and Money; ſo 
that if he had not done this, the Captain 
muſt have ſtay d the Return of an Expreſs 
to the Admiralty of England, which 
would have coſt the King conſiderable; for 

the Captain lay at the Rate of Fifty 
Pounds Sterling a Day.

Here it was, that a certain Lady came 
and knock d at the Door, and demanded 
to ſpeak witli the Earl; who, after ſome 
Talk with her, which ſeem'd uneaſy to 
dim, call'd to Sir George Mackenzie, then 
Lord Advocate, and ask'd him if he 
would lend him threeſcore Guineas : 
which Sir George readily did, and the 
Earl gave them to the Lady, and then ſhe 
took her Leave: This was the Lady 
Bellcerras by Name: What the Occaſion 
was of that Vifit, was not then known.

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Mw the Earl — himſelf a- 
gain, and turning to the Gentlemen a- 
bout him, he pull'd out a Paper, and 
ſpoke thus. Gen: lemen, I have but a low
